THE NEW TEANSIT ORDINANCE.

The habit of Councils to dispose of mens-
ures of grest importsuce, involving wide
ind permanent interesis, received a remark.
sble ilinstration yesterdsy., That was the
passage, by both branches, of s series of
ordinances granting sireet railway fran-
cliises of & sweeping and important charae-
tér to s pew corporation of whose exisience
the public was hardly aware before to-day.

Primarily the step in advance for rapid
iransit, which promises as this project does,
the ereation of & new electrical or cable sys-
tem to East Liberty, Highlaod avenue,
Wilkiusbarg sad apparcatly all the inter-
mediste points of the Esst Ead, is to be
welcomed as of great-importance to the city.
A five cent fare from the Highland svenue
reservoir to Market street; the expeaditure
by she recipient company of & half million
dollars im repaving the streeis along
which it will pass; the probable in-
troduction of the newest and  best
elevirical motors between the eity and its
eastern suburbs, are sll ennmerated among
the public gaine which are to come from the
uew project. Their public importance is
undispoted, and that sneh a project should
receive the franchires it really requires is to
be taken as & foregone conclusion.

But, because the matter is sn important
one, that is the best resson why the mess-
ures pranting it sbould be earefully consid-
ered and all their provisions subjected to
full publie scrutiny. Tt is the public inter-
est that is being dealt with in this matter,
and the public is entitled to know whether
the consideration for soch an important
graat is fully provided for; whether the new
project is confined to the streets which sre
peeded for its legitimate porposes, or
whether it is permitied to take streeis that
it can only want to shut omnt future com-
petitors, snd whether the right of future
and legitimate enterprises in the way of
transit to reach the heart of the city is prop-
erly goarded. The publie certainly had no
information on these points before this ordi-
nance was passed. We doanbt if the major-
ity of the Councilmen who voted on them
bave aoy clear idea how these matters were
dealt with,

In settling so important o matter as the
grant of franchises, it is well to let the mat-
ter stand the light of public discussion.
The failure to do so can hardly fail to create
suspicion.

PITTEEURG MUST PAY THE FREIGHT.

Two items of news with regard to the
railways published yesterday have a decided
significance as showing the false basis on
which railway rates are arramged. Besides
& refusal to make the change in group rates
wiiieh is required both by the costof service
and the abiiity of the freights to bear it, it
was disclosed that Hocking Valley coal has
enjoved o rebate of 25 cents per tonover
Tittsburg during the past year, and elaims
the same sdvaniage this year. In other
words the natural sdvantage of Pittsburg
coal is he takem awsy from itin order to
support the Hocking intercsts; and Pitts-
burg has got to pay the eost of it in extra
railroad retes

At the same time it i= announced that
the Western railroads that bave been tak-
ing Pittsburg freight from the river trags-
poriers have been induced to agree that they
wili mot permit more thana two-cent re-
duction from all mil rates on the
higher classes of freight, and only one cent
on the lower classes of freight. This simply
means that the railrosd combination is using
all its powers 1o prevent Pittsburg from get-
ting the full benefit of the cheap transporta-
tion route which nature placed st its door
before railroads were dreamed of, in the
Ohio river,

It is striking fo pereeive the elasticity of
the railroad theories nz illustrated in these
varions examples. The theory of what the
freight will bear is used to give Hocking
Valiey cosl & 25 cent advantage over Pitts-
burg, on & 25 per cent longer haul; but it
cannot give the thin vein operalors any ad-
vantage at all on n 20 per ceut khorter one.
The resl meaning is that anythiog which
will hold the combination topether must be
done, in order that such resulis can be at-
tained as choking off shipments by the water
route.

Railroad theories are fearfully and won-
derfully made; but it is impossible to keep
from admiring the unerring accuraey with
which they putthe beavy end of freight rate
wdjastments on Pittsburg shippers.

THE CANAL PROJECT.

The iden of & cansl scross the Allegheny
Mountaing, broached in yesterday's Dis-
PaTCH, strikes the publie mind very favor-
ably with tew exceptions, Its commercial
possibilities are of such maenitude that they
could not fail to secure public approval pro-
vided the enginesring practicability of the
enterprise is demonstrated.” One coal man
does not see much benefit for his interest be-
cuuse Pitisburg cosl is always shipped
Wesi. But bocause this has been the case
iz no reason why it must always be =5. Coal
shippers have been complsining that their
market was overstocked, for the past year,
sod it wonld certainly do them no harm to have
their mines brought as nesr Baltimore, New
York and New England as they now areto St
Louis and New Orleans. Of course this
project should not interfere with the Pitts-
burg snd Lake Erie Canal; but its possi-
bilities, in connection with that enterprise,
muy well be debated.

THE GOVEENMENT AND FAEMERS.

The bill recently introduced in Congress
by a Bepresentative of the South Dakota Far-
mers’ Allianoes furnishes a messure of the
fur Western ides of thesolution of the finan-
cial giffioulty. Itisin brief, that Govern-
ment warehouses are to be established in all
tha important agricultural counties, where
staple agricultural products may be de
posited. On the deposit the owner of the
property is to reseive 80 per cent of the
market value in legul tender npotes, and is
to pay 1 per cent per mnnum on the ad-
vanee. Jiimay be presumed that the bill
provides for storage churges, to cover the
cont of investment in the warehouses, &3 well
ox for the delivery of the grain to any owner
on return of the certificate and losn.

Of course such & measure will receive the
merciless oriticism of the finanoial and
miercantile elasses; and its weak points are
too evident 1o require exposare. One of
them is so vital that it Is worth poiuting
out. On several eceasions within the past
dozen years, the price of agrienltural prod-
aots has undergons rapid changes. Sup-
pose that wheat should at & certain
be §1 20 per bushel, and that farmers of the
West should put inlo the storage ware-
houses some tens of millions of bushels re.
ceiving the 80 per ecent adyance of 96¢
per bnshel. Thea suppose that the
market shounld decline te 75 cents per bushel,
waonld notthe Government lose that 21 eents
per bushel; which on lorty or filty million
bushels 1n the Government warehouses
would amount to & very neat lirtle sum.
The very faet that the Government is ealled
upon to do this, s proof that it is so hazard-
ous that private capital will not under-
take it,

Yetif the opponents of this scheme were
called upon to explain, in what essential
respest the Government is ealled uwpon by
thig proposition to do more for the farmers
than Becretary Windom proposes that it
shall do for the silver kings, they would be
put to their trumps to show any real dif-
ference.

THE GROWTE OF APFROFRIATIONS.

The appropriation ordinance went through
both lranches of Councils yesterday under
suspension of the rules, with listle time for
disenssion and po time forfull consideration
by the publiec. The impropriety and even
doubtful legality of that way of passing ap-
propristions has often been pointed out in
these colamns, If Couneils do not earefully
serutinize appropriations what eheck is there
upon extravagant expenditure?

This consideration is very cogent with re-
gard to the pending ordinancebecause a fuil
disoussion of the question this year might
have fornished some food for publie reflec-
tion. There is certainly mutier for the oare-
{ul consideration of Councils and the pub-
lic in the stead~ growth of appropriations
for the past few years. There may ulso be
some salutary instruction in the fact that
this growth has been most marked since the
practice of passing ordinaneces in the method
typified by this year's record of having the
sub-committee report the ordinance on one
day and rushing it through both branches
of Council the next.

The total appropristions for the past six
venrs are: For 1885 $2.470.000; 18586, $2.-
505,000; 1887, $3,103,000; 1888, §,271,000;
1889, §3,514.000; 1890, $4,045000. The sud-
den jumps in certain years of $300,000 ana
$500,000 at a time are not more significant
than the record of enlarged appropristions
for the whole period. The increase from
1BET is §$042,000, or slightly over 30 per cent
in three years. From 1885, in six years, the
total of appropriations shows a growth of
$1,566,000, or 633 per eent. The average
anoual incrense is & little over ten per cent,
although the expansion this year exceeds
that rate with an enlargement of 14 per cent
on last yelr" total,

It certainly seems to be worth while for
the publio to disouss whether this steady
growth of expenditureshall be kept up. In-
creased population requires ingreased ex-
penditures, and inereased wealth mankes it
easier to bear. But no one is hkely to
claim that our population and wealth have
grown anything like 631 per eent sinee
1885. While a moderate growth of the ap-
propriastions was to  be expeoted, the public
senfiment should have been consulted,
whether the process that has expanded its
annunl municipal expenditares a million
and a hall in the past six years shall be
continued. Espeeially when a 25 per cent
inerease of the tax levy 1a ealled for, should
not some diseussion be given to the ques-
tion whether a portion of the $167,000 in-
crease in the regular appropriations for the
city bureaus could not be pruned down.

These are cogent ressons for which THE
DispaTcH has always insisted that the
appropriation ordinanesought to be brought
in soon enough to have ample diseussion of
all its jtems. We donot sece that the en-
largement of appropriations this year makes
those reasons any less weighty.

ENAVE ARD HERO.

The picturesque side of the Walnut Grove
dan: disaster in Arizona is coming out now.
When we say the picturesque side we mean
the pretty little stories whioh are woven out
of a few little facts and a great deal of exu-
berant imagination after the aotual horror
of = great catastrophe has been exhansted.
Thus the world is now informed that two
Paul Beveres started to warn the people in
the valley of the danger impending st the
dam. Neither accomplished his mission.
One became intoxicated by the way,and the
other was drowned in the flood. Tt is pain-
ful to note that the man who betrayed his
irusi saved his life, while the faithful mes
senger Jost hie. Providence moves in a
wysterious way and pot seldom it is the
selfish vagabond who escapes the doom
which overwhelms the hero.

The unequal distribution of rewards in
this case is somewhat corroborstive of the
story's trath. If & romnuncer had told of
these two Reveres, he would have felt
bound to shape their destinies differently,
he would have drowned the drunkard, and
saved the hero in some hair-raising fashion.

1t ix to be hoped that moone will draw s
wrong moral from this story. There is a
chance that a perverse and unregencrate
generstion might ask us to believe that the
fate of the messcnger shows thai it is better to
get drunk and live, than stick to duty and
die. But the reverse is the truth, The
man who saved his life, and sacrifieed soores
of his fellow men in the indulgence of a vile
vice will find this out.

ICE FEOM MAIRE

ness inice, The winter hasbeen staying in
Maine—everybody sbout here knows that
it bas been secluded somewhers, nnd we
must say we canoot appland i cholce of a
residence. Maine with its 2,300 sguare
miles of lukes, its innnmerable ponds and
strenms, prodnces plenty of ice—more than
is needed for cocktails, even under the en-
couraging influence of probibition. So the
shrewd Yaukees, when they saw they had
almost o monopoly of winter au naturel,
et to work and harvested all the ice thay
could lay hbandson. At the present time
an absormally large supply of icais on
baod, but & second erop is still to be
gathered in. Then Maine will proceed to
generously fill the demand for fee.

Many Unique Speclmens of the Noble Red
Maon's Handiwork Unenrthed.

Moxoxcanuts Ciry, February 97 —Yester-
day mornlig Mr. Isaac Yohe, of this city, ond
Editor Belivoley, of the Homestead Newe, with
four nssisianis, visited an Indian elay mound
situated on the farm of Mr. Large, near Wylle
statlon,on the P, V. & O, R. R. The genile-
men progesded to excavate the mouhd ina
soientific manner, A photographer who ac.
compasied the party took five arent views
of the mound. It was an ordinary tumublus,
about 80 feet across and seven fest high. No
tress are growing In it af present, but the
presence of stumps and roots showed that there
nnd been, thus indlmlmi Ereat antiguity.,

The top ol the mound wis removed by the
aid ol a plek and shovel, Alout 18 inches Trom
the bottom a layer of white wood ashes was
found. The ushes did not betoken cremation,
boeause two Loil skelatons were found,
With the exception ol the teeth and sk
whigh were almost intact, showing no signs o
fire, they were nearly deecayed. The ashes
were thought to ba a sort of preservative in
some measure, In addition to the skelétons
some lmilnng Hhone Leads wore tonud, 38 Iarze
abeil ‘m:::j poutids of red paint in o roll, one
stone to wi, three stone skinning Kulves,
These finds were not considered nnusual, bat
the following other discoveries were s least
very unigque: Lying beside the sheletons were
found two very large copper plates of dtnml,!
